Tim. 2.. herein ? How then ſhould they ſtudy to ſhew theroſelves ap-

rightly dividing the Word of "Truth, 2s they are charged to 
do ? Certainly the Churches maſt bear the Blaze, who are found 
guilty herein. And now among other things of this kind, 
which we have canſe to bewail, there is a Hook extant, printed 
1672, intitnuled, Theopolis, or, The City of God, New TJe- 
ruſlalem, &c. wherein "tis aſſerted, That ihe thouſand Tears 
Reign will be before the Perſonal Coming of Teſus Chri?, in a 
Comment upon the 20th and 21\t Chapters of the Revelation, 
by a Nameleſs Author-: The Conſequence whereof is very ſad, 
tending to prompt Chriſtians to that unchriſtian and unbecoming 


Service the Goſpel no ways injoins them, and to exaſperate the 
Government againſt them ; a thing which all wiſe Men are, as - 


much as in them lies, concerned to avoid, and enter a Proteſt a- 
gainſt. The which erroneous Opinion, Thoped had been worn out 


and relinquiſhed by time, that ſo no Man needed openly to appear 


apainſt it, ſince God Almighty hath given ſujicient Demonſtrati- 


on of the contrary, by things that go run in another way, contrary 


to.theſe Mens Expeitations, as alſo by what hath berx writ on the 
coptrary.. But now again, I find this Error revived by Ano- 


ther,- 117.

Time, affirming tt to be before the Second Coming of Chriſt, 

Conſidering nom the dreadful Conſequence of theſe Mens Opi- 
nions, thus publiſhed to the World 1n Print, whereby ſore are al- 
ready led into Error, &C. gives menowthe occaſion thus to appear, 
that if it may be a Meaxs to recover ſome that are unbiaſſed, and 
not weaded to their Fancies, and to prevent others from falling 
in with them, to the great (candal of the Chriſtian Religion, and 
the prejudice of its Profeſſors. Which Holy Goſpel # ſtiled the 
Goſpel of Peace, axd no ways conntenances the contrary : Be it 
therefore ever remembred what or Bleſſed Lord ſaid when in the 
hands of his Betrayers, Put up thy Sword again into its place; 
for all they that take the Sword, ſhall periſh with theSword, 
(which Expert: ace hath hithertoproved tre) : Tay again, If this 
be the {rnit of theſe my Endeavours, T ſhall rejoice ;, for 'tis not 
any Prejudice againſt theſe Authors, (for I know them not) but 
their erroneow Tenets that I give my Teſtimony againſt, Nei- 
ther would 1 ſeem in the leaſt to reflet# upon any good Service 
they have otherwiſe done, particularly. that Part called the firff 
Subjett of the ſecond or laſt Book I mentioned, i. e. the Treatiſe 
of the New Heavens and New Earth ; which I would have all 
that read me, take notice I oppoſe not, but do heartily wiſh there 
were 4 more diligent Search == and a clearer Kyowleds of it. 
I will only mind the Author of one or two things as.to that, and 

ſo paſs it : Inp. 3, 4. hetells us, * That in the Renewed State, 
© or Glorious Kjngdom of Chriſt, there ſhall be no Sun, Moon, 
© or Stars in their Courſes; and no Temple, &c. Now this at 
beſt, is but an unwary Harangue. He gives this further as 4 
Reaſon, © Becauſe (ſaith he) there will. be #0 Night there. 
But, alas, how ſhort this is of proving that for which it's brought, . 
will appear if we conſider ; 1\t, The Text doth not ſay, There- 
willbe no Sun, 8c. But there will be no need of it. 2dly, Not-- 
:n every place in that time neither, but in that City,:: Again, in + 
P--5+. for- Anſwer to-an Objettiony be makes it « Queſtion, Whe- 


ther:

ther there be any Hell now, viz. any Place ſo called? 4 needle]; 
Queſtion, (in my Opinion) and of bad conſequence ; for by that 
Rule, we may as well queſtion, whether there be any Heaven now ? 
And then whither ſhall we run at laſt ? even to queſtion whether 
there be any God or Devil. Therefore he had far better nere 
 wndertook to anſwer ſuch an Objettion, than left it ſo. 3dly. If 
this be true, as to the New-Heavens, and New-Earth, as 1 
grant in the main, of what he there ſaith it is, then how contra- 
diftory is this to the former Book, and unhinges all that was ſaid 
ia it by the firſk Author. That it # as contrary as Light i to 
Darkneſs, conſider theſe Inſtances : Tn the firſt Book the Au- 
thor tells s, p. 164, ** That if theſe glorious things ſpoke of 
© Rev. 21. of the New-Heavens, and News-Earth, and 
<« New-Jeruſalem, be taken in the Letter, are but of earthly, 
& corruptible, periſhing and fading things : The latter Author, in 
bis little Treatiſe, frequently affirms the literal and perpetual 
Duration of theſe things, Rev. 21. And his 11th Arg. p.6. is 
this, © That the New-Heavens and New-Earth, Rev. 21. 1. 
« re utterly inconſiſtent of any other Senſe, viz. than literal 
* and eternal. The firſt Author affirms this New-Heaven, 
and New-Earth, aid New-Jeruſalem, Rev. 21. to be oply 
Myſtical and Spiritual, and to be fulfilled before the Perſonal 
Coming of Chriſt ; as you may ſee p. 125, 127. And the laſt 
Author affirms it to be literal, material, and to be after Chriff*s 
Perſonal Coming, after the Day of Judgment, as p. 2. Thus 
T have ſhewed the Contradiftion. 2dly, That it unhinges all 
that the firſt wrote abont his thouſand Years Reign, as to the 
time of it, is alſo evident, if you conſider how he makes his No- 
tion, Viz. Rev. 20, and 21 chap. an Ategory; and the foun- 
' dation of his thouſand Years Reign ; Tſay, all bus Diſcourſe is 
built hereon, as you may ſee Title-page, and p. 229. with the 

whole Diſcourſe about it. | 
But ſee how much theſe Men have miſtaken themſelves, ar- 
guing from falſe Premiſſes, miſtaking Scriptures, making an

Jegory of that which is. ſpoke literally. The firft Author tells 
#s, P.8. © *Tis alike injurious to Truth, to take a myſterious 
&« Allegory in the Letter, as to make an Allegory of the plain 
« Scripture. Now by his grant, ti alone, or alike dangerom: 
How he quits himſelf of the latter, let all Men judg, when we 
have made a Trial. | 

This Author propoſes, Pp. 10, 11,12, Firſt, As neceſſary to 
the Expoſition. of the difficult things in theſe 20th and 21ſt 
Chapters of thg Revelation, as previous to all, and of abſolute 
neceſſity : 1ſt, Prayer : 2dly, Reading : 3dly, Meditation : 
athly, Conference : 5thly, Pratice, (all very good.) 

As to the four firſt, T hope I may ſay T have herein exerciſed 
my ſelf long before this Undertaking, as many can bear me wit- 
neſs; and to the laſt, let my Work ſpeak for me, axd not my 
own Mouth. After theſe, the Author lays down ſome Rules to 
20 by in order to our underſtanding things aright herein. | 

I.. To compare any obſcure Places with thoſe that are plain. 

2, To conſider what Viſion, or obſcure Paſſage, the Holy 
Ghoſt hath interpreted in the Revelation it ſelf; for of all ſuch, 
the Expoſition is undoubted and infallible; and ſo will the Reve- 
lation be the beſt Expounder of the Revelation ; and from thoſe 
Expoſitions, proportionably borrow Light for the diſcovering of 
other obſcure Paſſages depending thereupon, or relating thereto, 
or contemporaneous therewith. 


His 3d Rule is, To.obſerve diligently the Scope, Order and 


Harmony of the Prophecies; ayd further adds, p. 43. © That 

"* where there is uo neceſſity to take a Scriptare in 4 figurative 

- Senſe, we are to take it in the Letter. All which I approve, . 
aud ſhall endeavour to obſerve. 

But now, how doth this Author vary from theſe Rules by him- 
propoſed, as I hinted before ? In his 10 and 11 pag. he tells us- 
what things are plain ; and among# the reſt, for our better un- 

der ſtanding, this; © That Saints ſhall come forth in Vange- 

* ance. He bids us" compare: Rev. 19.13. Iſa, 63.2. Rev.. 
19, 15, with Plal. 29, 74 63. 3. Now-

Now ſince by the word Saints, he means Chriſt's Diſciples, ov 
"Believers as (uch , and by coming forth in Vengeance, he in- 
tends in this Life, viz. before the Perſonal Coming of Chriſt ; 
15 *tis evident P. 3- and from the whole of his Diſcourſe. 

Then I ask where this is plain in any of theſe Texts, when 
there tu not one word of it, nor any thing like it in all the Texts; 
unleſs confident Aſſertion ſhall paſs for a plain Evidence ? Nay, 
where us this found plain in all the Bible ? Is not this contrary 
to the Scope, Order, and Harmony of other Scxgptures ? I am 
ſure the contrary is plain; yea, {o plain, that he that runs may 
read it : See Rom. 12. 19. Deariy Beloved (ſure theſe ſpo- 
ken to are Saints) avenge not your ſelves, but rather give 
place unto Wrath : for it is written, Vengeance is mine 3 
and I will repay, faith the'Lord. 

But no wonder when Men have got the knack to make hard 
things eaſy, and eaſy things hard; as I read an Author lately 
affirmed, * That the beginning-Principles of the Chriſtian Re- 
* ligion were hard to be underſtood, notwithſtanding the Apoſtle 
* calls them Milk for Babes, &c. Thus we ſee oft-times Confi- 
dence ſupplies the place of Evidence. Again, heiclis us, p. 11. 
*'That, Rev. 1. 20. 4.e. the Myſtery of the ſeven Stars, and 
© ſeven Golden Candleſticks, are interpreted by Chriſt ; and the 
* Myſtery of the Woman and the Waters, are explained and ex+- 
* pounded by the Spirit ; and 'tu the Divine Key of the Reve- 
F lation. Now. be it ſo, that theſe ars plain, and to be taken 
literally, why muſt not other things, that are explained al(0, 
be ſo accounted ? For inſtance, Chap. 11.8. we read of a City 
mhere the dead Bodies of the two Witneſſes ſhall lie three Days 
and a half : It's told us as plain as words can be ſpoken, what Ci- 
by this is, or at leaſt as plain as either of the Authors explained 
things. 

See them parallel'd, at leaſt in one of them; '-

Their dead Badies ſhall lie in the Street of the GREAT 
CITY. ; which ſpiritually is called Sodom and. Egypr ; 
where alſo our Lord was Crucified, chap. 11:8. 


Now let the Reader judg whether there is not as much, way 
far more ground, ta take this according to the latter than the 
firſt, viz. The Women for Rome : All that weave to know 
the Womas to be meant of Rome, i but this one thing, (I deny 
20t but *tis enough) viz. She is that Great City that reigned 
over.the Kings of the Earth. | 

But touching the'other, we have not only the ſame Defiay- 
tiow, Viz. That 55 the great: City where our Lordiwas 
Crucified ; which is as well known at this time to the Churches 
to be Jeruſalem by that Deſcription, as Myſtery Babylon: 5s 
known to be Rome by the Deſcription given in that behalf. But 
aogin, we have wore.in this Caſe; it's told us, That it'sirbe 
City which was fpirivually called: Sodom and Egypt: Now'we 
find Jeruſalem /o called, Ua. 1; 10. Jer. 23.14. Perhaps you 
will ſay, Rome's. myſtical: Name was written in her Fore-bead ; 
Ergo, She-zwight be known by it alſo. Bt pray hold ! Tohn$4/*s 
xrue, ſaw it fo'in the. Viſion 3 but 'twas not ſo plain but he” ftill 
wordred, and that with great admiration, who this Havxlot 
ſhould be ; as you may (ee ver. 6,7. Ki 

And yet, notwithſtanding this, at leaſt equal (nay more) 
Plainneſs, the Author makes this an /legory, as you miay ſee

24, 'Ergo, Not 
the City it ſelf ; There {hall in NO WISE enter into it any 
thing that defileth, &c. ver. 27. Which cannot be meant of the 
Church here in this mortal State, before the Perſonal Coming of 
Chriſt, in the primeſt and pureſt Age that ever was or ſhall be. 
Further ; This Author will have the Dragon, Rev. 12. 9. and 
20, 2. to be allegorical or figurative, viz. the Pagan Empire, 
not any particular Perſon or Creature, P. 14, 15. although 
there's none of thoſe, he calls plain things, ſo plainly deſcribed. 
He tells you of ſome places where ſome other are called the De- 
wil : Admit this to be true, "twill not prove the other ; for not 
only in this Book of the Revelation, but in the whole Bible, there 
#s not a plainer Speech. And we-may as well, with the Quakers, 
conclude that all the Scriptures that ſpeak of the Devil, aye 
meant only of a myſtical and figurative Devil : And I dare (ay, 
you may as ſoon find a Dolphin in the Wood, as a Devil in Hell,

if this be not he : for pray mark how our Lord deſcribes him, 
That old Serpent, called the Devil, and Satan, which de- 
ceiveth the whole World. If this can be applied to any other, 
I muſt confeſs my ſelf very ignorant therein. 
But I rather conclude this Notion to be like W. Deusbery's 
Izterpretation of Matth- 21. touching the Aſs that Chriſt rode 
upon ; which he hath taken the Boldneſs to affirm, That it was 
the wild Nature in all \the Children of the Lord. Another 
ſaith, That it was the Lord's People. And G.W. a Quaker, 
likewiſe, upon Rev. 11.8. ſaith, That City s tht Rock of A- 
ges. And indeed, if Men may take this Liberty in their inter- 
preting Scripture, then I may boldly ſay, The plaineſt Scripture 
will not ſcape their Allegorizing Frames. | 
But now if this Book of the Revelation. be the Kyy to unlock 
the whole Bible, (as this Author confeſſeth) then "tis ſtrange 
the Key ſhould be made more difficult than the Lock ;, for ſo in- 
aeed it is, if the moſt part be an Allegory, as this Man affirms 
it t5 
It's called not only A Revelation, but The Revelation; &# 
wrong Name, if this Man's Dottrine be true. True if is, that 
what is therein delivered, ( 45 many other places of Scripture are) 
is ſet forth by Metaphors ; but it follows not, That therefore 
the Dofrine there delivered is in it ſelf Allegorical,or but Me- 
taphorical : For inſtance, The ſeven Churches are. ſet forth by Vee 
ſeven Golden Candleſticks ; and the ſeven Miniſters, or Meſſen- > 9 
gers, by ſeven Stars. Now will any wiſe Man conclude theſe 
ſeven Churches, and ſeven Meſſengers, are but figurative Chur- 
ches and Meſſengers, and not really ſuch ? And ſo Rome is ſet 
forth by a great and brave decked Harlot ; what then, muſt this Chap. 17. 
be only a Figure, (viz. Rome) and not a real City, as ſome 
would have it ? You cannot but know the Quakers make it alto- 
gether figurative, and ſeveral others alſo; but this Author ac«, 
knowledges.the contrary. So of the Waters. Again, the De- Chap. 12, 
vil is ſet forth by a great red Dragon, (a fit Similitude indeed;) & chap. 20s

Sure in all fuch Figures, there is ſomething figured out that is 
>. it, really ſo. So by the two Candleſticks and two Olive-Trees, are 
ſer forth the two Prophets : But what then ? Muſt theſe Fi- 


gures be but a Figure of 4 Fignre fill? although our Lord tells 
us plainly, They are two Prophets ſet forth by. theſe two famous 
Similitudes ; and deſcribes their Work, and the time of it, with 
their Death, how it ſhall be, and by whom ; how long they ſhall 
lie dead, audgvbere, and what ſhall be done tothem in that time 
by their Enemies ;,. and alfo their per ſpicuous. and dreadful Re- 
ſurreition and Aſcenſion : All which tannot be applied to any 
his 48, thing elſe ſave two Perſons. Tet this Author will have theſe 
yo Pages. two Prophets to be but figurative Prophets ſtill, viz. The 
Church of God; and others of the ſame amp with this Author, 
Magiſtracy and Miniftry; by ſome the two Teſtaments, &c. 
O what ſtrange ſtuff have we . here! Brave Interpreters of 
Scripture ! But let God be true, though every Map a Liir. True 
it is, many things ia this Book are delivered by Metaphors, but 
wot all ; and thoſe that are ſo, ſignify ſomething that*s real * 
Therefore according to this Author, p. 3. the Conſideration 
whereof calls for the greater Circumſpettion, Warineſs and So- 
briety, as indeed other Writings do, wherein are ſome things 
hard to be anderſtood, . which they that are unlearned and un-

Have impartially read, and ſeriouſly conſidered what you have 
writ in your Theopolis, &c. weighing it in the Ballance of 
the Sanctuary, (according to the Rules propoſed by you) and 
find it greatly wanting ; inſomuch, that I cannot but wonder 
you ſhould take ſo much pains to fo little purpoſe ; for all that = 

you have ſaid (in my Judgment) proves nothing for which you 
urge it, wiz. That the Saints ſhall reign a thouſand Years upon 
Earth before Chrift's Second Coming. And that you may ſee your 
great Miſtake herein, I ſhall give a brief and plain Anſwer to what 
may ſeem moſt material therein for that purpoſe (not in the leaſt 
denying, but plainly acknowledging the glorious Kingdom of Chriſt 
on Earth.) | 

And firſt you tell us, (page 97, 98.) © That there is a five-fold 
<&< Kingdom belongs to Chrift, ſpoken of in the Scripture, viz. 1ft, A 
« Providentia}: 2dly, A Spiritual : 3dly, A Myſtical : 4thly, A Mo- 
& narchial, or Davidical Kingdom : 5thly, A glorious Myſphatical 
* Kingdom, viz. The Soveraignty that Chriſt in Perſon (with all 
& the Saints in their glorified Bodies with him) hall, upon their 
&« peneral ReſureCtion and Judgment, exerciſe here. ypon the Earth, . 
<« before all is given up into the Father's hands. 

And for want of a right diſtinguiſhing herein, proceed (as you- 
humbly apprehend) all the miſtaken Notions and Differences about. 
the Kingdom of Chriſt, treated of in your Book. 

And truly, Ido acquieſce with yau herein; for I conclude your 
wrong Diſtinction, or Miſapprehenſion of a five-fold Kingdom of 
Chriſt, as thus diſtinguiſhed by you, is the great cauſe of all thoſe 
your miſtaken Notions about the Kingdom of -Chrilt in your Book : 
for to ſay nothing of four of your five, I cannot yer ſee by all that 
you have ſaid, that the Holy Scripture ſpeaks of your. fourth _—

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dom, as diſtinguiſhed by you, from the fifth Kingdom, (which fourth

Your Second Branch, is, That it 1s contrary to what is held 
forth by Chriſt in the Scripture by you mentioned, viz. a two- 
fold Reſurreftion, a thouſand Years diſtant each from other :

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' Secondly ;, Before I paſs, take a view of the Scriptures by you 
quoted, and ſee whether you have not heedleſly affirmed this thing, 
viz. Thar the Reſurrection, both of Juſt and Unjuſt, ſhall be both 
in the Twinkling of an Eye? when, in truth, there's nothing in 
the Text teſtified to be done in the Twinkling of an Eye, but 
only the Change of Saints; as any one may ſee that reads it. 

Whether then this be not abſerd in you to affirm, That this 
twofold ReſurreQtion (viz. of Juſt and Unjuſt) ſhall be both in the 
Twinkling of an Eye; when the Scripture ſpeaks of no ſuch 
thing ! 


- Thirdly ;, You tell us, © This twofold Reſurrection ſhall be all 
&« jnone Hour, and therefore cannot be a thouſand Years diſtance 
& each from other. 

Now if by Hour you meah a natural H:-ur, conſiſting of fix- 
ty Minutes, then I deny this alſo, and tell you this twofold 
Reſurrection ſhall not -be accompliited in 1s little a time : for 
beſide what's already ofter'd againir your Eve-rwinkling, which 
might ſeem for an Anſwer in tlits alſo, I will add, (becauſe I 
defign not only your Conftutation, but Illumination) That your 
Arguwent is fallacious, becauſe tis argued from that which is Me- 
taphorical, to that which is Proper : For you cannot be ignorant 
that the word Hour, in Scripture, is ſometimes put for a certain 
Time wherein ſuch a Work is done, ſhorter or longer, as It is. 
For inſtance; The time of preat and univerſal Tribulation that 
ſhall come upon all the World, foretold by our Lord, 1s called an 
ev. 3.10, Hour of Temptation ; yea, all the time of our Troubles here, not 
al. 30. 5. only called a Day; or a Night, and an Hour, but alſo that which 
Cor. 4.17. is far leſs, even a Moment; and all the time of the New Teſta- 
ment's Miniſtration, an Hour : and fince you had ſuch an Hour 
dh.4.21,23 ſpoke of at that very time, even in the ſame breath, but two Ver- 
oh. 5. 25. {es off, viz. 25th, *tis wonderful you could no better diſcern what 
kind of Hour this was. Read that 23th Verſe, and conſider. 


Fourthly ;, You tell us further, ' © This twofold Reſurrection will 
© beall ina Day : Ergo, Not a thouſand Years diltant. | 

This 1s like your Hour, full as fallacious; and therefore the 
Queſtion is, How long your Day is ? whether a Day-Proper, or a 


Day- 
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Day-Metaphorical; an ordinary Natural-Day, or a Day extra» 
ordinary : for you cannot be ignorant, that the Holy Scripture 
frequently ſpeaks of both.

© many that came out of their Graves, accompanying Chriſt at 
& his Reſurrection. 8ehly, Tabitha, Ats 9.41. gthly, Eutichus, 
© Afs 20. By which ſeveral Inſtances, it muſt appear, that ei- 
&© ther this is not a Corporal Reſurrection ſpoken of, or theſe 
&« nine mentioned were not ſo for this cannot be ſaid, in truth, 
« to be the firſt Corporal Reſurreftion, when nine went before 
& it, but the tenth Reſurrection rather. 

Certainly if this. Man was not tranſported beyond meaſure with 
a Conceit of his extraordinary Skill in Diſtinctions above all o- 
ther Men, we ſhould not have had him ſporting himſelf with ſuch 
ſuperfluous DiſtinCtiony as theſe 3 and ſo contradictory to himſelf, 
and to all other Mer, yea and to the Truth alſo, as to tell us of 
nine Reſurrefions before the Reſurreftion of the Saints at the 
laſt Day.
